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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Berg et al discloses a system and a method 
comprising of buyers, sellers and a Joint Venture (JV) Authority that communicate with each other through a network system (Fig. 2). The 
JV verifies (i.e., authenticate) the unique alphanumeric identity (i.e., digital identity) of a registered user (i.e. a buyer or a seller that has 
been registered with the JV and has received its idetifier from the JV) in orther to facilitate interaction with trading counterpart ([0008]; 
[0027]; [0037]). Inrespose to the applicant arguments, on page 1, paragraph 7, Berg discloses that the JV Authority (i.e., Central-Entity) 
can process information (i.e., verifying identity) submitted by a user (i.e., External-Entity or a seller) in conjunction with information 
provided by a business information provider (i.e., another trusted entity) to verify the identity and/or financial viability of a trading 
counterpart or user (i.e., a buyer or requester). This implies that the seller has received the buyer identity from the buyer before sumitting it 
to the JV Authority. Thus, the disclosures of Berg system meet the limitations of the instant independent claims. 
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
